‘There is abundant practical consola- 

tion fer you, my cast-down men and 
‘brethren of the Republican faith 
and something to spare; for during 
several years past the exportation, as 
we learn from the same source, has 
been about one-fourth of the pork pro- 
duct and nearly one-twelfth of the 
beef. A small amount of mutton is 
exported, and little else. About one- 
sixth of the domestic meat products 
are exported.

a “Most DISTRESSFUL COUNTRY.” 


An organ of the Land League makes 
the Irish agricultural statistics for 
1882, just printed in ‘Dublin, the basis 
of some gloomy reflections upon the 
present unfavorable condition of that 
country. It says that the main fact 
which these figures emphasize is that 
the extent of land under crops has de- 
creased from 5,195,375 acres in 1881 to 
5,081,048 acres in the present year— 
being a decrease of 114,827 acres 
of crops. .The acreage under 
grass, on the contrary, has in- 
creased from 10,075,424 acres in 1881 
to 10,110,072, being an increase of 
$4,655 acres. Thus of the 114,337 
acres abstracted during the year from 


Daily | the support of man, 34,655 were given 
to the support of beasts, and the re-| 


mainder must have fallen away into 
barrenness, for we find, the return of 
“bog, marsh and barren mountain 
land” increased from 4,708,947 acres in 
1881 to 4,787,275 in 1882. 

Another frightful fact disclosed by 
these statistics is that of the decrease 
of 75,071 acres of land under tillage 
this year as compared with last. Ul- 
ster ‘is charged with no less than 
40,559 acres of the decrease—the de- 


ing 33,643 acres in one year. The ap- 
palling picture of decay presented by 
these figures is only heightened when 
we find that the acreage under crops 
has been steadily declining from 
5,204,005 acres in 1878 to 5,081,048 
in 1882, or barely one-fourth of the 
land of the country.

STATE OF CALIFORNIA, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The observance of one day in ‘the 
year as a day of thanksgiving, rest, and 
recreation, is now recognized as a 
National custom. It is the annual 
Sabbath of the American Nation, on 
which occasion all men of all beliefs 
and creeds may cdngregate around the 
altars of their respective faiths and 
render grateful thanks to the Giver of 
All Good for the blessings he has be- 
stowed upon us asa people, for the 
rights which civil liberty has given 
us and for our unimpaired enjoyment 
of religious freedom. 

In accordance with the proclamation 
of the President of the United States, 
and in full harmony with his senti- 
ments therein expressed, I, George C. 
Perkins, Governor of California, by 
authority of the power vested in me, 
do hereby proclaim Thursday, the 30 bh 
day of November instant, as a day of 
public thanksgiving, and I do further 
recommend that all secular business 
be on that day suspended. Let the 
day be marked in the annals of our 
lives as one set apart for devotion, as

‘And happier:still is such a one who 


,has a love for the rod and gun, and 


~ with them finds now and then a day’s 


freedom from all cares by the side of 
the stream that borders his own acres 
and in the woods that crest his Knolls 
or shade his swamp. Asa rule none 
of our people take so few “s of re- 
creation as the farmer. xcepting 
Sundays, two or three days at the 
county fair, and perhaps as many 
more spent in the crowd and discom- 
fort of a cheap railroad excursion, are 
all that are given wy the ordinary far- 
mer to anything but the affairs of the 
farm. It is true that his out-door life 
makes it less necessary for him than 
for the man whose office or shop work 
keeps him mostly in-doors to devote a 
month or a fortnight of each year 
to entire rest from labor. Indeed, he 
can hardly dothis except in Winter, 
when his own fireside is oftener the 

leasantest place for rest. But he 
would be the better for more days of 
healthful. pleasure, and many such he 
might have if he would so use those 
odd ones which fall within his year, 
when crops are sown and planted or 
harvested, and he need not stay at 
home. A day in the woods or by the 
stream is better for body and mind 
than one spent in idle gossip at the 
village store, and nine times out of ten 
for the pocket, though one come home 
without fin or feather to show for the 
day’s outing. One who keeps his eyes 
and ears on duty while abroad in the 


field can hardly fail to see and hear 


something new, or, at least, more in- 
teresting and profitable than ordinary 
gossip, and the wear und tear of tackle 
and a few charges of ammunition 
wasted will cost less than the treats, 
which are pretty apt to be partofa 
day’s loafing. 

But barring the dearth of the ob- 
jects of his pursuit, the farmer who 


-goesa hunting should not be unsuc- 


cessful if he has fair skill with the 
rod and gun. For he who knows most 
of the habits of fish and game will 
succeed best in their capture, and no 
man, except the naturalist and the 
professional fisherman and hunter, has 


a better chance to gain this knowledge 


than the farmer, whose life brings him 
into every-day companionship with 
nature. His tields and woods are the 
homes. and hauuts of the birds and 
beasts of venery, from the beginning 
of the year to its end, and _in his 


streams many of the fishes pass 
their lives. By his woodside 
the quail builds her nest, and 


when the foam of blossom has dried 
away on the buckwheat fields she leads 
her young there to feed on the brown 
kernel stranded on the coral stems. If 
he chances to foliow his wood road in 
early June, the ruffed grouse limps 
and flutters along it befure him while 
callow chicks vanish as if by a con- 
jurer’s trick from beneath his very 
footfall» A month later, grown to the 
size of robins, they will ‘scatter on the 
wing from his path with a vigor that 
foretells the bold whirr and the. swift- 
ness of their flight in their grown-up 
days, when they will stir the steadiest 
nerve, whether they hunt from an 
October-painted thicket or from the 
blue shadows of untracked snow. No 
one is likelier tosee and hear the strange 
wooing of the woodcock in the soft 
spring evenings, and to the farmer’s 


‘ear first cemes that assurance of 


spring, the wail of the Bartram’s sand- 
pres returning from the south to 
reed in meadow and pasture, and 


‘ther in hollow trees that overhang the 


river the woodducks begin to spoil 
their holiday attire in the work and 
care of housekeeping. The fox bur- 
rows and breeds in the farmer’s woods. 
The raccoon’s den is there in ledge or 
hollow tree. The hare makes her form. 
in the shadow of his evergreens, where 
she dons her dress of tawny or white 
to match the brown floor of the woods 
or its soft covering of snow. The bass 
comes to his river in May to spawn, 
the pike-perch for food, and the perch 
lives there, as perhaps. ix his brook 
does the trout. | : 

All these are his tenants, or his sum- 
mer boarders, and if he knows not 
something of their lives, and when 
and where to find them at home or in 
their favorite resorts, he is a careless 
landlord. 

His life will be the pleasanter for 
the interest he takes in theirs, and the 
skill he acquires in bringing them to 
bag and creel.—[Forest and Stream. 


Novel way of Catehing a Fox.

The 
secret of success in frying is what the 
French call “surprise.” The fire must 
be hot enough to sear the surface and 
make it impervious to the fat, and at 
the same time seal up the rich juices.
